The rapidity with which a freah, 
briak wind will dry clolhew on the 
line ia familiar b) every houaewife. 
.AIiiiimiI intuitively one awiiiga in the 
air anything from which one wiahea 
to have a trace of moiature reinoveil, 
like a iiiece of writing when one haa 
mialuiu the blotting |ia)M*r. From 
the aume principle it followa that 
where land tenda to dry too rapitlly, 
under the infiuenoe of couatant 
bree/ea, rowa of treea plantetl aa a 
windbreak, may prove iiaeful. 

It often hap|M*na on the gieat 
plaina, where the natural precipita- 
tion ia hardly np bi the neetla of 
agriculture, that extra freah eva|Mira 
tiun, due b> prevalent high wiiida, 
atill further aceentimtea the ditlictilty. 
In anch ctoiiditiona the “ahelb*rlM*lt,” 
or windbreak, illnatrab-a anew the 
maxim that “a |M*nny auvetl ia a 
[tenuy earned." 

The effect of the wiutl in increaaiiig 
the eva|Hirati(>ii of water aiirfacea haa 
long la*en known. Recent ex|a*ri- 
inenta ahow' that it ia the aaine with 
the nMiiature of the land, and that 
aoil aeveral hniidnal f»*et away from 
a wind break driea up half oa faat 
again aa that near by u difference 
not wholy ucconnterl for by the 
greater ahade. A lake in the w'ooda 
will evajMirate only half aa faat aa 
one ill the o|m*d. 

Tbia ia by no meana the only ad- 
vantage of the linea of tn*ea which 
form ao conapienuna a feature of 
many K(iru|M‘aii lamIaca|M*a. ()r- 
eharda ueeil protection agaiiiat tbe 
galea that often accoin|Hiny the auni- 
liter atorin. Gardena are more aiic 
cenful when thua anrroiindeil. Do- 
meatic animala, more de|M*iideiit than 
man on natnre’a iiKXMla, derive great 
lM*netit from any teni|M*ring of the 
exlremea of heat and txild. 

The economic im|K)rtaiice of foreata 
in regulating the flow of atreania ia 
lM*youd cumpntatiun. They prevent 
wind ami water eriMtion, and thna al 
low the aoil on hilla aud inuuntaina 
b> remain where it haa formed, a 
natural a|>uiige at the aource of the 
water couraea. 

‘‘It is the amount of water that 
into the aoil,” an ex|M*it of 
the Agricultural De|iartme’.it wiaely 
aaya, “aud not the amount of rainfall, 
that niakea a region a garden or a 
dea«-rt." — Youttt'n Comiutuiou. '
